grocery, up two flights of stairs- 
knock hard.) " We shall miss thee, 
mother; we shall miss thee." (Job 
printing solicited.) 
Funeral at 4.30 


p. M., from the house just across the 
street from the llemld office. (Ad- 
vertisements inserted for ten cents 
per square.) 
But hip efforts were not apprecia- 


ted, and the Post and Mail relates the 
sequel of the story with sorrow: The 
editor arrived home that day at noon. 
Sloivly and sadly he was observed to 
arm himself with a double-barreled 
fowling piece, into which lie inserted 
about two pounds and a half of bul- 
lets. He marched over to the office 
followed by an immense crowd. The 
assistant editor was busy in painting 
n big placard to be tacked on the 
hearse. It bore the legend; "Buy 
your coffins of Simms, over the Her- 
ald office." The assistant editor cast 
his eye around and perceived his 
chief. Care sut upon that wan cheek, 
and thunder clothed his brow. He 
leveled his gun. The assistant did 
not wait. With one wild and awful 
yell he jumped from the second story 
window, and struck out for the golden 
shores of the Pacific. It is believed 
he eventually swam over to China.

In short, it was a fore- 


gone conclusion. They—the Eegents 


conld do no less, and maintain any 


show of consistency whatever. They 
have been consistently despicable 
from the very commencement of their 
course as a Board. Individually find 
personally they may be a nice clean 
lot of old men,—regular old Dombeys. 
That is another matter. 


But we have waited patiently for 


some definite statement on their part 
in excnse for their course towards 
Carr. 
Some gleam of hope is af- 


forded by the more energetic Chroni- 
cle reporter. 
He may have over- 


heard something—may be possessed 
with more far-reaching ears than the 
rest of the press-gang across the B»y. 
But if what he says be true, the Re- 
gents have made a poor fist of it.. 


They cannot make a charge of in-

JUDICIAL CHANGE. 


Our exchanges are discusbiug the 


question of amending the State Con- 
stitution so as to abolish the County 
Courts and create in their stead a 
District Court for each county. To 
these courts would be given all the 
County Court and District Court 
business. It could be a Court of Ap- 
peals from the Justices of the Peace, 
and have original jurisdiction in all 
matters above that of the Justice. 
The Colusa Sim referring to this mat- 
ter raises the objection, that in many 
of the courts it would be impossible 
to get a man to fill the position who 
would be at all competent. This ob- 
jection the Sun thinks might be over- 
come if the salary was tolerably good, 
and the judiciary1 should be appoint- 
ed; a proper person might be taken 
from other counties and ssut iu to 
hold the office. Or, the Constitution 
might provide that there shouid be 
grades of lawyers. 
For instance, 


suppose we call one grade Attorneys 
and another Counselors. 
All the 


lawyers now practicing might be 
classed Attorneys, and then iet such 
as thought they could pass the proper 
examination apply for the other li- 
cense. Then let none be competent 
for judgship who had not the license 
of aCounselor. The Supreme Court, 
knowing they were granting a license 
to become a Judge, and that it would 
be of but little other advantage to an 
applicant, would be somewhat more 
strict. 


The time is not far .distant when 


the whole judiciary of the State will 
be overhauled and remodeled. There 
is altogether too much Law and too 
little Justice. Instead of furthering

It costs the State over 
8130,000 per year, besides the cost to 
the counties; yet what with delays, 
technicalities and uncertainties it is 
little better than a burlesque of jus- 
tice. But we do not believe the work 
of reform can be safely entrusted to 
lawyers. They are proverbially con- 
servative of all abuses, have got used 
to the present state of things, and, 
above all, profit by it. 
Common 


sense is badly needed in the re\ ision 
of all parts of our governmental ma- 
chinery, but-in none is common sense 
more needed than iu the revision of 
our legal system.
